When asked about the possi- 
“| bility of federal aid for park im- 
"| provements in Albany, the Plan- 
ner emphasized that agencies 
such as H.U.D. and H.E.W. will 
not consider requests unless 
there is in. existence a Master 
Plan approved by the City Coun- 
cil. Two more public hearings 
must be held before the Albany 
Park and Recreation Commission 
can recommend the adoption of 
the plan by the City Council. 

Superintendent of Parks, E. J 
“Bud” Rooney stated that most 
of his Park Department funds 
are budgeted for the mainte- 
nance of the present parks (in- 
cluding the BART linear park) 
and that any improvements will 
have to be financed by taxes, 
bonds or grants. 

Plan suggestions for Terrace 
Park included grading to obtain 
more free play area, tennis court 
improvement, and the construc- 
tion of a small recreation build- 
ing. s 

A Little League member ex- 
pressed disappointment because 
the plan showed too few base- 
ball fields, for the large number 
of Little Leaguers in Albany, if 
University Village baseball fields 
should become unavailable. Os- 
mundson reminded the audience 
that Albany’s financial resources 
make it “unrealistic” to suggest 
buying property within the City 
for new open space areas. 

The meeting adjourned with- 
out setting a date for the next 
public hearing, which will be held 
sometime later this month. An 
announcement will be made soon 
giving the date and time.

The following is a copy of a 
letter I have forwarded to the 
Albany Traffic and Safety Com- 
mission; 

Members of the Committee: 

Regarding the proposal to in- 
erease the speed limit on Marin 
Ave. from 25 to 30 MPH. May 
the Committee be reminded that 
when the Buchanan Overpass was 
approved, residents on Marin Ave.

As the operator-manager, Own- 
er and taxpayer of the property 
located at 1217-1219 Solano Ave- 
nue in Albany, better known as 
the Solano-Talbot Laundromat, I 
urgently asked the Council to get 
back to business and ‘reject the 
concrete” and provide us with 
the parking spaces we had be- 
fore the ‘so-called beautifica- 
tion,” so that our customers 
don’t have to go to our competi- 
tors, who now benefit from our 
reduced parking situation.
